passed the Final Examination to the satisfaction of the Croil Service Commissioners, 
and shall, in the opinion of the Secretary of State, have conducted themselves well and 
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complied with such rilles as may be laid down for the guidance of Selected Candidates. 
The whole probation must ordinarily be passed at the same Institution. Migration will 
not be permitted except for special reasons approved by the Secretary of State. 

(ii) The allowance of £100 ‘will not be patd to any Selected Candidate until he has

(iv) Aut Candidates obtaining Certificates will be also required to enter into 
covenants, by which; amongst other things, they will bind themselves to make such pay- 
ments as, under the rules and regulations TL the time being in force, they may be 
required to make towards their own pensions or for the pensions of their families, The 
stamps payable on these covenants amount to £1.

{v)’ The seniority in the Civil Service of India of the Selected Candidates will be 
determined according to the erder in which they stand on the list resulting from the 
combined marks of the Open Competitive and Final Examinations. 

(vi) Selected Candidates will be required to report their arrival in India within

MEASURES TO REDUCE THE FREQUENCY OF TRANSFERS OP CIVIL, 
OFFICERS.

Resoivrio.—The Governor General in Council has had for some time under 
his consideration the question of the frequent transfer from one charge to 
another of officers employed in the different branches of the Civil administration, 
The extent to which the members of the different Civil departments have 
been transferred in recent ba is universally recognized to be detrimental to 
the proper discharge of public duties in every branch of the administration, 
‘The evil effects of frequent transfers'are, however, especially manifest in the 
case of the chief civil officer of the district, who is the direct representative of 
the Government in the eye of the community. Continuity in the charge is 
most essential to the proper administration of a district in India, since a 
district officer’s influence must in the main depend upon the extent to which 
he is known and trusted by the people. 

2. It is an inherent condition of the different services in India that 
transfers of officers should be more frequent than is desirable in the interests 
of the administration. The number of European officers in the administrative 
‘services is limited to strict working requirements. Evory time that leave is 
given, on every occasion on which a promotion is made, and in every instance 
in which an officer retires, a vacancy is created. It is impossible, therefore, to 
prevent transfers ; the utmost that ean be done is to reduce their frequency as 
much as possible. 

‘The question of such a reduction does not come before the Government of 
India for the first time, It was the subject of correspondence between the 
Secretary of State and Lord Ripon’s Government in 1882. It had been 
asserted that the change in the furlough niles of 1868, whereby officers absent 
on leave retain a lien on their appointments, had resulted in a largely increased 
number of acting appointments, and in frequent transfers or changes in the 
personnel of the administrative staff, to the detriment of the public interests, 
‘The Government of India made an inquiry from the Local Governments and 
Administrations as to whether the change in the rules had caused practical 
inconvenience, Tho replies to this inquiry disclosed a very general opinion 
among the local authorities that the supposed effect of the rule in question had 
been much exaggerated and misunderstood, and that the statistics from the 
different provinces did not, when carefully analyzed, justify the withdrawal of 
the rule whereby an officer on furlough retains a lien on his substantive 
appointment or on a substantive appointment of like character and not less 
pay. Lord Ripon’s Government were nevertheless of opinion that changes 
among the administrative, and especially among the district staff, had been too 
frequent in some provinees. This result appeared to be in some measure due 
to the Local Governments being too ready to defer to the personal wishes and 
inclinations of officers returning from leave. ‘The Government of India therefore 
directed that, unless some special circumstances rendered it desirable to replace 
an acting officer by a returning incumbent, ‘an officer in the regular line of 
district administration-should, on return from furlough, be posted to such 
actually vacant office as might be suited to his rank and pay, and that, in deter- 
mining where be should be posted, the only consideration which should be allowed 
to weigh should be the question how his services could best be utilized with the 
least possible @isturbance of existing arrangements. The Local Governments 
were also directed to pay more attention to regulating the time of an officer’s

8. The Governor General in Council agrees with the decision co: 

Lord Ripon’s Government regarding the concession made in 1863, hate A 
opinion that the number of transfers has been greatly increased by the custom, 
Which has grown more frequent as communication with Europe has become mor, 
rapid, of taking accumulated privilego leave followed, after a short interval of 
duty, by furlough—a practice not contemplated at the time when the furlough 
rules, which were designed to enable officers to visit England at reasonable 
intervals, and not oftener, were framed. Under article 891 of the Civil 
Service Regulations, an officer applying for privilege leave is required to 
record a declaration that he has no intention of taking leave of any other kind 
for three months after his return to duty. An officer under the European 
leave rules, who has accumulated three months’ privil leave, can enjoy it 
during one hot season, revert to duty during the eold weather, and then 
spply ct furlough in the ensuing hot season. So long as the aggregate 
number of furloughs is not exceeded, it is difficult to refuse his request, 
except on special grounds, since he has rendered more than the continuous 
service required under article 840 of the Civil Service Regulations before 
furlough can be granted to him. His two periods of leave, which may haye 
commenced within a period of just over’ six months, involve three changes,— 
a result which is most prejudicial to the proper conduct of any office in the 
civil administration. 

. 4, The Government of India have been in communication with the Local 
Goyernments and Administrations and the Secretary of State as to the best 
means of checking the evils which result from frequent absences due to the 
enjoyment of leave under these conditions, They are of opinion that the right 
to accumulate privilege leave as such should be retained, but that, in the 
interests of the administration, it is essential to put an end to the practice of 
taking accumulated privilege leave and furlough separately without the inter- 

sition of a sufficient interval. Tho Government of India have therefore 
Eeaniaed. with the sanction of the Secretary of State, to require that an 
officer shall, after return from accumulated privilege leave of over six weeks 
in duration, render eighteen months’ active service between the return to duty 
and departure on ordinary furlough. As a compensation for the restriction on 
the present conditions under which leave can be taken, the Governor General 
in Council has recommended to the Secretary of State, who has approved 
the proposal, that an officer who has carned privilege leave shall be permitted 
to take it up to the maximum of three months in combination with any 
other leave. To this concession will be attached a limitation of the total period 
of the combined leave, so that it shall not exceed two years when furlough 
is taken, or six months when special leave is taken, and, on the other hand, 
that it shall not be less than six months, His Excellency in Council is 
therefore pleased to announce that, with effect from January 21st, 1901, the 
date of the receipt of the Secretary of State's sanction, the rules in Chapter 
XIII (leave rules for European services) and XIV (leave rules for Indian 
services) will be modified in respect of all the officers to whom these rules 
respectively apply, in the following particulars : 


(i) privilege leave to the amount due will be allowed to be taken as 
privilege leave either (a) by itself or (6) combined as privilege 
leave with furlough, leave on medical certificate, special leave, 
leave on urgent private affairs and extraordinary leave, the 
maximum period in each case, for which full salary can be 
drawn, being three months ; 

(ii) when privilege leave of over six weeks in duration is taken by 
itself, an interval of eighteen months must elapse between the 
yveturn to duty and departure on furlough otber than furlough 
on medical certificate ; 

(iii) the restriction defined in (ii) will not apply to leave on medical 
cortificate, furlough on medical certificate, special leave on 
urgent private affairs, leave on private affairs, or extraordinary

The effect of these changes will be, the Governor General in Council antioi- 
pates, to cause a material reduction in the number of transfers, and His Excellency 
in Council trusts that the manner in which it has been determined to give come 
pensation for theimposition of the restriction on the taking of furlough after the 
enjoyment of accumulated privilege leave will bo appreciated by the members 
of the different services. ‘The concessions now sanctioned in regard to privilege 
leave are of an important character, and the Governor General in Council 
notifies that, should it at any time be found undesirable to continue them, they 
may be withdrawn without claims to compensation being recognized. It is 
unlikely that the introduction of the new rules will affect many members of the 
services injurionsly, but, should a Local Government or Administration consider 
that the restriction that furlough may not be taken until the expiry of eighteen 
months after return to duty will be baa with hardship or with inconvenience 
to the public interests in respect of any particular officer who takes aecumu- 
lated petvileee leave by itself before October 1, 1901, the Governor General in 
Council will be prepared to consider a proposal to relax the restriction in the 
individual case. 

6, While the Government of India consider that these changes in the 
leave rules must operate to reduce the number of transfers which at present 
take place, they are convinced, as Lord Ripon’s Government were in 1882, that 
many unnecessary transfers are caused by the manner in which the ral 
regarding the grant of leave are worked. ‘The Governor General in Sie 
therefore desires to supplement the announcement regarding the changes in. 
the leave rules by directions to the Local Governments and Administra- 
tions as to other methods of reducing transfers. ‘the Governor General in 
Council has already referred to the instructions in the Resolution of 7th 
September 1882, which have not, His Excellency in Council regrets, been 
always fully regarded.

The Government of India cannot approve of transfers 
made in circumstances such as these, and trust that no countenance will be 
given to them in future. 

_ 9. Article 119, Civil Service Regulations, provides that, as a general rule, 
the duties of an officer absent on privilege leave should be discharged by another 
officer in the same station, and that the transfer of an officer from another 
station to act in consequence of the absence of an officer on privilege leave 
will only be allowed in exceptional cases. ‘his article is constantly disregarded 
in practice, owing to the difficulty of making adequate local arrangements when 
the amount of privilege leave taken amounts to three months or nearly three 
months. Asa measure supplementary to the above instructions, the Government 
of India will amend this article so as to make the requirement as regards the 
appointment of an officer, who is serving in the same station, to officiate in a 
vacancy caused by the departure of an officer on privilege leave of not more 
than six weeks stricter than it is at present. The Governor General in Council 
is of opinion that, except in the ease of offices for which special qualifications are 
required, such as those of Honds of Departments, the Secretariat and the higher 
Judicial offices and certain Medical appointments, it should rarely be necessary to 
appoint an officer to officiate, during a privilege leave vacancy of not more than 
six weeks, who is not already serving in the same district either at headquarters or 
) at some subdivisional outpost. In the case of appointments held by members 

of the Indian Civil Service or of a Commission, if a member of that Service or 

Qotmission is not available, an officer of the Provincial Service on the spot can 

Jd charge for this short period, in accordance with the rules published under 
figs: Department Notification No. 2159, the 2nd November 1892. To 
ensure compliance with this regulation, His Excellency in Council directs that 
quarterly lists showing and explaining al} cases in which the above principle has 
not been followed in respect: of absences on privilege leave of not more than six 
weeks shall in future be sttbmitted to the appropriate Department of the Gov- 
ernment of India. The Government of India furthor direct that, when a 
vacancy is caused by the absence of an officer on privilege leave of more than 
six weeks, his place should also, if possible, as the rule already provides, be 
filled by an officer serving in the same district. The Government of India 
admit that this is not always feasible, but it should be done oftener than has 
hitherto been the case, By these means the Governor General in Council 
hopes that transfers on @vcount of vacancies due to privilege leave will be 
substantially reduced, and that it will become a general practice for members of 
_ the Indian Civil Service and the better paid officers under the European Serviee 
Leave Bules to accumulate their privilege leave and combine it with furlough. 
By this process the vacancies in important offices should gradually cease to be 
for less than six months. .

X.—Nothing in the foregoing rules (except Rule I) shall apply to any 
explosive of the 1st division of the 6th (ammunition) class: : . 
Provided that all due precautions are taken for the prevention of accidents, 

5. The following rules shall be observed with respect to the conveyance of 
explosives otherwise than by railway :— 

T.—No explosive shall be conveyed in a carriage or boat whilst carrying o1 
plying for public poser unless the quantity is less than 5lbs. and notice 
has been given beforehand to the person i charge of such carriage or boat : and 
all due precautions are taken for the prevention of accidents by fire or explosion. 

Provided that there shall not be conveyed in any such carriage or boat 
any explosive of the 5th (fulminate) class or any explosive of the 3rd division 
of the Gth (ammunition) class, or of the Ist division of the 7¢h (firework) 
class, except detonators packed according to the proviso to Rule 2 (1I1) (e), to 
the number of 200, 

Provided that the amount of explosive of the 5th (fulminate) class in the 
detonators shall in no case exceed in the aggregate 3 oz. (a certificate to this 
offect being given by the Agent of the Company by whom the detonators 
are tendered for transport) : 

Provided also that no other explosive is carried in the same compartment. 

TL—With respect: to the conveyance by carriage or vessel of explosives of 
the 5th (fulminate) class, or of the 8rd division of the 6th (ammunition) class, 
or of the lst division of the 7th (firework) class, or of larger quantities thar, 
Bibs. of any other explosive, the following regulations shall be observed :— 

(1) The person in charge of the carriage or vessel shall not drive or con- 
duct the same in a dangerous or reckless manner, and shall take 
all due precautions to avoid fire and explosion, and no porson 
shall do any act or thing in relation to the explosive which tonds 
to cause fire or explosion, and is not reasonably necessary for the 
conveyance of the explosive or for work immediately connected 
with such conveyance ; and a person who is intoxicated shall not 
have charge of any carriage or vessel conveying explosive, and 
shall not be permitted to be in, or on, or attending the same. 

(2) .A person shall not forward to any warehousoman or carrier a con- 
signment of explosive, unless he has given notice to such ware- 
houseman or carrier beforehand, stating the name and quantity 
of the explosive proposed to be conveyed, and the name and 
address of the proposed consignee, and has had an intimation that 
the -warchouseman or carrier is prepared to receive the consign 
ment, and a warehouseman or carrier shall not make such at 
intimation, nor receive such consignment, unless he is prepared 

. to receive it, and forthwith to despatch the same, or to deposit if, 
ina magazino or ata place at which a person is licensed to posres 
the same. 
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(8) The carriage or vessel conveying the explosive shall be in charge of, 
and constantly attended by, some competent person, or by a 
suflicient number of competent persons, and such persons shall 
not, if the amount of the explosive conveyed exceed 100lbs., 
stop or delay for a longer time than may be reasonably peer 
or stop unnecessarily at any place where such stopping would 
attended with special public danger. 

6. The following rules shall be observed with respect to the conveyance 
of explosives by public railway :— 

J,—No person shall send for carriage upon any railway any consignment 
ofan explosive, unless he has given to the officer in charge of the railway 
station previous notice in writing which, at the option of the Railway Adminis- 
tration, may extend to 48 hours, of his intention to send such consignment, 
and stating the true name, description, quantity, and mode of packing of the 
explosive proposed to be conveyed, and his own name and address, and also the 
name and address of the proposed consignee, and unless he bas had an intim- 
ation in writing from an authorised officer of the railway that such consignment 
will be received. 

II.—No explosive which a Railway Administration shall, by any notice or 
regulation for the time being in foree, notify that they will not receive, shall 
be brought, sent, or forwarded to, or upon any railway of the said Railway 
Administration. 


111.—Consign ments of explosives shall be sent tothe forwarding station 
and shall be received by the railway servants only at such times, between sun- 
rise and sunset, as the Railway Administration may appoint; and every 

kage containing any explosive proposed to be conveyed on any railway shail 
immediately on arrival at tho station be unloaded and placed ‘in a safe place 
under the special direction of the officer in charge of the station. 

All gunpowder under despatch or receipt by a Government arsenal, depdt, 
or factory, shall be londed or unloaded in the railway vans by Government 
sorvants employed in sueh arsenal, depdt, or factory. In each van used by the 
railway for the transport of gunpowder the packages of gunpowder shall be 
seeured in such a way as to prevent concussion when the train is in motion. 

IV.—An explosive shall be removed by the consignee from the receiving 
station during the twelve hours of daylight after arrival : if this condition is not 
strictly complied with, the Railway Administration may return the, consign- 
ment to the consignor at his risk and expense. And such packages sliall in the 
meanwhile be kept as far away from the station buildings as possible, in the 
wagon they were conveyed in, or, if unloaded, shall be completely covered with 
tarpaulins or other suitable material, and if necessary, shall be protected by a 
police guard. 

V.—The Railway Administration may refuse to receive any packages which 
they suspect to contain any explosive packed or sent in contravention of these 
regulations. And in case any package, which the Railway Administration 
suspect, shall be upon any railway, the Railway Administration may open, or 
require to be opeued, such package, to ascertain the fact, at the risk and 
expense of the consignor, and may return the explosive contained in the package 
to the consignor at his risk and expense, keeping the packages, pending such 
return, in the manner prescribed in the preceding rule, 

VI.—Subject to the exception provided for in clause (¢), no explosive shall 
be conveyed by passenger-train except of the kinds and in the manner herein- 
after specified in this rule :— 

(a) Safety cartridges and peroussion-caps and safety-fuze (for blasting), 
also fog-signals for railway use which may be conveyed in ordinary 
‘wagons or carriages. 

(0) Explosives of the 3rd (nitro-compound class) which may be carried 
in the form of cartridges up to the limit of lbs. : 

Provided that no detonators are carried in the same compartment. 

(c) Detonators packed according to the proviso to Rule 2 (III) (e) may 
be carried to the number of 200: 

Provided that in no case the amount of fulminate of mercury in the packa; 
or packages containing the detonators exceeds in the aggregate 8 oz. te 
certificate to this effect being given by the Company, firm, or person 
tendering the detonators for transport or by its or his agent) ©” 3 
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Provided also that:no other explosive is carried in the same compartment. 
(d) Sporting gunpowder or non-safety cartridges packed in double cases

than one powder ean containing explosives is forwarded at any 
one time by a mixed train; that thero are not less than three 
vehicles between the powder van and either the engine or the 
passenger coches; that the powder van is closo-coupled to the 
° adjoining vehicles; and that directly a powder van containing 
explosives arrives at a section on which goods trains are running, 
it is detached from the mixed train, 
VII.—Not more than five carriages containing explosives shall be loaded 
or unloaded at any railway station, or be conveyed by any one train at any one 
time; and the quantity of explosive to be coutained in ‘any one earriago shall 
not exceed two-thirds of the normal load, unless the carriages shall be specially 
built and approved of by the Government of India for the conveyance of explo- 
sives. But nothing in this clause shall be held to apply to separate consign- 
ments of safety cartridges for small-arms. 

VILI.—Thore shall not be conveyed in thesame carriage with any explosive 
any lucifer or other matches, fuzees, pipelights, acids, naptha, parafline, potro- 
Jeum to which the Petroleum Act (VIII of 1899), or any other Act for the 
time being in force regarding the importation, possession, and transport of 
petroleum, applies, or any other volatile spirit or substance liable to give off an 
inflammable vapour or liable to spontaneous ignition, or to cause or communi- 
cate fire or explosion. 

IX.—The consignor shall attach to the consignment note a certificate or 
(provided the original is produced for verification) copy of a certificate, signed 
by an officer authorised by the Local Government in this behalf that the explo- 
sive, if if'is an explosive of class 3 or 4, is of the standard purity ; and further 
in the case of dynamite, and all nitro-glycerine compounds, that there are no 
signs of exuded nitro-glycerine or of liquefaction. The eonsignor shall also 
certify that the explosive has been packed in accordance with the packing rules 
in force in England or in British Tndia. 

X.—In the case of explosives under classes 3 and 4 the outer packages 
shall be marked with the date of the manufacture of the explosives. The 
abovementioned certificate shall contain sufficient information to admit of all 
packages being easily recognised. 

X1.—The certificate referred to in Rule 1X shall be valid for six months 
after date, if the examination has been made between the 15th October and 
Bist March; but any Railway Administration which accepts dynamite and 
other nitro-glycerine compounds for transport may demand a fresh certificate for 
these explosives if presented for conveyance between Ist April and 15th October 
(both inclusive). 

XIL.—Packages containing dynamite and olher blasting explosives of the 
Grd (mitro-compound) class, or exploriver of the 4th (chlorate-mixture), th 
(fulininate ) classes or of the 1st: division of the 7th (firework) class shall be 
stowed in one layer only and secured so as to prevent movement during transit, 
and the gross load in any one wagon shall not exceed 3 tons: 

Provided that, if the packages of ewplosive are in rectangular form and are 
properly secured so as to prevent movement during transit, they may be stowed 
in any number of layers not exceeding five, and the gross load in any one wagon 
shall not exceed 5 tons. a” 
XILI.—No explosive of the 5th ( fulminate ) class or of the 8rd division 


in the 6th (ammunition) class, or of the 7th ( firework ) class shall be carried 


of the sayne train with any explosive not of the class and division to which it 
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belongs, unless it be sufficiently separated therefrom to prevent any fre ot 
erpivsion which may take place in one such explosive being communicated to 
another. 

XIV.—Wagons used for the carriage of explosive shall be examined to see 
that they are spark-proof, and have been cleaned out bofore they are loaded. 
Hair, cloth, hides, or other suitable materials shall be spread on the floor of the 
wagon and between each layer of packages, except when the packages are 
covered with gunny or felt, or contain safely cartridges for small-arms packed 
in tin-lined service-pattern boxes. 

XV,—Wagons containing explosives shall be loaded and unloaded on sidings 
distant as far as possible from the station buildings. : 

XVI—Packages containing explosives other than those referred to in 
Bule 6 (XII) shall not be stored in more than three layers one above the other. 
But if the pockages are in rectangular form and of uniform size (provided 
they are double packages, and are 80 secured as to prevent movement during 
transit) they may be packed in five layers one above the other. But in the case 
of safely cartridges for small-arms packed in tin-lined service-pattern bozes, 
there is no restriction. Subject to the provisions of Rule 4 (LIQ), the loading 
and unloading of erplosives when once begun shall be diligently proceeded with 
until the same is completed. 

XVII.—When the train is being marshalled, wagons loaded with explosives 
may be shunted by a locomotive, if they are separated from the engine by not 
less than three wagons containing no explosive nor easily inflammable substance, 
This precaution is not necessary with wagons specially constructed for the 
carriage of explosives. ‘The speed of these movements shall be restricted to 
6 miles an hour; thoy shall be superintended by a duly authorised officer, who 
shall be held responsible for the observance of these orders. Flying shunts are 
strictly prohibitod. 

XVIII.—Wagons containing explosives shall be placod at the end of the 
train away from the locomotive, and shall be close coupled to one another, as 
well as to the adjoining wagons, and preceded and followed by three wagons not 
Joaded with explosives or other traffic of an inflammable nature. 

XIX.—If the wagons employed in the transport of explosives are provided 
with brakes other than iron brakes, the brakes thereon shall on no account be 
worked while the wagons are running with a train, nor shall brakes, other than 
iron brakes, on vehicles immediately adjoining such wagons, be worked while 
such wagons are so running. 

XX.—Wagons shall in every case be locked when loaded with explosives. 

XXI.—All operations connected with the transhipment of explosives at 
junotion stations shall take place during daylight. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any of the foregoing rules relating to the 
moile of conveyance of explosives shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to 8100. 

















IMPORTATION. 


8, An explosive shall not be imported by sea into British India, except 
under, and in accordance with, the conditions of a license to import the explo- 
sive granted under these rules: 


Provided that any explosive other than an explosive specified in ‘Rule 11 
may, previous to the grant’ of an importation license, if certified to be 
of British manufacture or, if not of British manufacture, if imported from the 
United Kingdom and covered by the certificate granted by oneof Her Majesty’s 
Inspectors of Explosives in England, be landed in accordance with such - 
tions as the Local Government may prescribe inthis behalf, and be stored ina 
piece set apart by the Local Government for this:purpose. The Governor 

eneral in Council may extend this privilege to.any such explosive not of 
British manufacture regarding which he js satisfied that it has been manufac- 
tured under adequate official supervision. 

Before any explosive is landed under the proviso to this rule, the consignee 
shall give to the Chief Customs Officer of the Port such undertaking, with or 

ithout seourity, as the said officer thinks suflicient, to obey, in the event of 
‘ ° . 
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tho” explosive feiling to satisfy tho prescribed tests, such directions as to its 
dis; as the Local Government may see fit to proscrihe. 

If samples are taken by an officer deputed by the Chief Customs Offi 
bowed the ship on its arrival the procedure shall be that prescribed in Rule 18_. 


9. Whoever imports an explosive in contravention of Rule 8 shall b 
puvishable with fine which may extend to three thousand rupees. ne 
10, An explosive shall not be imported by sea except at one of the Po 
Caleutta, Madras, Bombay, Rangoon, Caliout. Karachi, Aden ant (in the case 
of crackers only ) Negapatam. But a license to import an explosive by sea from 
Rangoon into the port of Akyab, Moulmein, Sandoway, Kyouk Phyoo, Tay 

Mergui, as the case may be, may be granted by the Magistrate of the di 
which such port is situated. The fee payable in respect of each sueh license 
shall be one rupee, and the license shall be in Form A in the Schedule hereto 
annexed. 


11. If the explosive is gumpowder or an explosive of the Ist division of the 
6th (ammunition) class or an explosive of the 7th (firework) class, the license 
to import ‘the same may be granted at the Port of Calcutta, Madras or 
Bombay, by the Commissioner of Police, and at the Port of Rangoon, Calicut, 
Karachi, Aden or Negapatam, by the District Magistrate, 

12. The fee payable in respect of each such license shall be R10; but, if 
any explosive imported under a license into a British port is exported thence 
to another British port named in Rule 10, the necessary lieense for such 
re-import may be granted on payment of a fee of one rupee instead of R10. 

13. Licenses for tho importation by sea of any explosives other than those 
specified in Rule 11 shall be granted by the Local Government or by some 
officer specially authorised by the Local Government in this behalf. 

14, No license shall be granted for the importation of any explosive of the 
description referred to in Rule 13, wnless it is an explosive authorized for 
amiaciure in or importation into the United Kingdom for geucral sale and, 
if it és an explosive for which a test or examination has been prescribed by 
or under the orders of the Government of India, unless simples of the explosive 
taken as hereinafter provided are certified by the Chemical Examiner or some 
other officer appointed by the Local Government in this behalf to have passed 
the test or examination from time to time prescribed. 

15, On the arrival in any port at which the importation of explosives is 
lawful, of & ship having on board an explosive other than an explosive of the 
description referred to in Rule 11, such officer as the Chief Customs Officer 
authorises in this behalf shall, as soon as may bo, proceed on board and shall, 
if testing or examination is requisite under the last preceding rale, obtain 
samples of the explosive.

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Draft Bule for Testing Explosives. 


Wire reference to Rule 14 of the Rules to regulate the transport and importa- 
tion of explosives, published with Home Department Notification No. Ps 
dated the 1901, the Governor General in Council is pleased to make 
the following Rule on the subject of the tests which explosives should be 
required to pass before their importation is permitted : 


RULE. 
Class 1.—Gunpowder class. Gunpowder is not required to pass a test. 


Class 2.—Nitrate-mixture class. Nitrate-mixture explosives are not ordi- 
narily required to pass a test. The Local Government, however, or the 
authorized officer granting the import license under Rule 18 of the Rules to 
regulate the transport and importation of explosives published with Home Depart- 
ment Notification No. 1898, dated the 8th July 1897, may in any particular 
case or class of cnses require that. a sample of tho explosive which is to be 
imported be sent first to the Chemical Examiner for an analysis of its consti- 
tuent parts. 


Class 8.—Nitro-compound class. It is for explosives of this class that test- 
ing is chiefly required, in respect to the purity of their composition and their 
liability to liquolaction or exudation. ‘The tests prescribed for nitro-compound 
explosives are contained in Schedule A attached to this rule. 


Class 4.—Chlorate-mixture class. Soe Schedule A for remarks regarding 
the testing of this class (*). 

Class 5.—Fulminate class. No test has been laid down for explosives of 
the Fulminate class(*). 


Class 6.—Ammunition class. No test is required for explosives of the 1st 
Division of this class. If the substances of which explosives of the 2nd and 8rd. 

ions are composed have to be tested under the preceding rules, they will 
be equally liable to be tested when enclosed in any case or contrivance and thus 
falling under the Ammunition class. 






Class 7.—Firework class. Explosives of this class are not required to pase 
a test.

The cork carrying the rod 
test-paper is then fixed into the test-tube, and the latter inserted into the bath 
toa depth of 23 inches, measured from the cover, the regulator and thermometer 
being inserted to the same depth. ‘The test-paper is to bo kept near the top of 
the test-tube, but clear of the cork until the tube has been immersod for about 
five minutes. A ring of moisture will about this time be deposited upon the 
sides of the test-tube a little above the cover of the bath; the glass rod must: 
then be lowered until the lower margin of the moistened part of the paper is on 
a level with the bottom of the ring of moisture in the tube; the paper is now 
closely watched. The test is complete when a very faint brown coloration makes 
its appearance at the line of boundary between the dry and moist parts of the 
paper. 

The interval of time between the first insertion of the tube containing the 
sample of gun-cotton in the water at 170° and the first appearance of discolora- 
tion on the paper constitutes the test, and this interval of time must be not less 
than 10 minutes, or the sample will not be accepted as properly purified.

Exudation and Liquefaction Test for blasting Gelatine, Gelatine 
Dynamite and Analogous Preparations. 


Test ror Lrqueracrion. 


A cylinder of blasting gelatine is to bo cut from tho cartridge to be tested, 
the length of the cylinder to be about equal to its diameter and the ends being 
cut flat. 

The cylinder is to be placed on end on a flat surface without any wrapper, 
and secured by a pin passing vertically through its centre, 

In this condition the eylinder is to be exposed for one hundred and forty- 
four (144) consecutive hours (six days and nights) to a temperature ranging from 
85° to 90° Fabr. (inclusive), and during oa exposure the cylinder shall not 
diminish in height by more than one-fourth of its original height, and the upper 
cut surface shall retain its flatness and the sharpness of its edge. 

N.B.—If the blasting gelatine and the gelatino dynamite to be tested be 
not made up ina cylindrical form, the above test is to be applied with the
